LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times quotes an article 
on the Isthmian Canal which Victor Bé- 
rard contributes to to-day’s Revue de 
Paris. 

M. Bérard that the Panama 
project is practical, and that the canal 
could be completed in ten years at a cost 
of $100,000,000. He declares that the 
Nicaragua route is impossible, and that 
the Americans are clinging to it for sen- 
timental reasons. This is the reason, he 
thinks, why the 3ritish Government 
signed the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

By a stroke of the pen, says M. Bérard, 
Great Britain seems to renounce the 
policy of a century and the guarantees 
which alone can defend vital British in- 
terests. All Europe has interests at 
stake, France and Germany perhaps 
risking “‘ the clientele of Spanish-Amer- 
ica which they have 
served.” But. for England it a vital 
question of daily bread. The trade of 
the entire world would be perverted by 
the canal, from the United Kingdom in 
one hemisphere to Australia in the other.

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TO AUTHORIZE 
STATE BANK NOTES 


Senator Platt of New York Intro- 
duces the Measure. 


SAFETY FUND PROVISION 


Notes Issued Not to Exceed 70 Per Cent. 
of the Bank’s Capital—Supervision 
by Controller of the Currency.

WASHINGTON, Jan. “14.—Senator Platt 
of New York has introduced a bill to aue 
thorize the issue of circulating notes by 
State banks. It provides that banks may 
deliver to the United States Treasurer 
State, city, or county stocks or bonds and 
receive from the Controller of the Curren- 
cy circulating notes not to exceed 80 per 
cent. of the market value of the stocks or 
bonds so delivered. The notes so issued 
shall not exceed 70 per cent. of the bank's 
capital stock actually paid in in cash, and 
the notes are to a first lien on the 
bank's assets. 

In case of the depreciation of the securi-| 
ties, the Controller may order the substitu- | 
tion of better securities of the same kind,! 
or, may “dispose of the securities on ten’ 
days’ notice and apply the proceeds to the’ 
redemption of the bank's notes. Banks going. 
into liquidation or deciding to retire their 
notes are to give two months’ notice, an® 
within six months from the date of the; 
vote to do so they must deposit with the | 
United States Treasurer money sufficient; 
to redeem all the outstanding circulation. 
The bonds and stocks will then be reas- 
signed to the bank and the notes re-' 
deemed; but on failure to make such a de- 
posit within thirty days after the time ex~ 
pires, the securities are to be sold by the} 
Controller, who, after providing for the} 
redemption of the notes, shall pay over the 
surplus to the bank. In case any bank fails’ 
to redeem its notes, the Controller is to, 
sell the securities and apply the proceeds" 
to the redemption of the notes. 

On default in the payment of the notes 
the stockholders are responsible. There is’ 
a provision for the yearly examination of 
these banks by the Controller of the Cur- 
rency. Every bank issuing circulating 
notes under this act shall pay a duty of 
one-half of 1 per cent. a year on the aver- 
age amount of notes in circulation. The 
circulating notes are not to be hypothecated 
for the purpose of procuring money to be 
used in banking operations or otherwise, 
nor used to pay for or increase the bank’s 


capital stock, and no dividend shall be paid, 
except out of the bank's net profits. The 
restrictions and penalties applying to 
United States banks are to apply to banks 
issuing such notes. 

Sach bank issuing such notes is to pay 
one-half of 1 per cent. of the amount of 
the paid-in capital stock to the United 
States Treasurer until its payments equal 
2 per cent. of the paid-in capital stoek, for 
the creation of a safety fund for the pay- 
ment of the notes. This fund is to be held 
im trust by the Treasurer of the United 
States for the payment and redemption of 
the notes of defaulting banks, but is not 
applithble until the proceeds from the sale. 
of the bonds and stocks deposited are ex- 
hausted. . 

The safety fund is to be invested by. the 
Controller in State, city, and county secu= 
rities. The income from the fund is to be 
annually paid to the respective banks.

FAVORS OSTEOPATHY.

Measure Introduced to Legalize It Said 
to Have His Support.

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—In the Senate to-da% 
Senator McCabe of Brooklyn asked that the 
reference of the bill regulating and legaliz- 
ing the practice of osteopathy be changed 
from the Committee on Judiciary to the 
Committee on Public Health. The osteo- 
pathic bill was introduced by Senator 
Brackett of Saratoga, who asked its ref- 
erence to the Judiciary Committee, of: 
which he the Chairman, No objection! 
was made to the reference by Senator Au- 
dett Brooklyn, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Health, who was in 
the Chamber at the time. But when Sena- 
tor McCabe of Brooklyn, who is also @ 
member of the Public Health Committee 
and a regular physician, learned of Senator 
Brackett's move he was displeased with it,” 
believing the bill to belong properly to the 
Public Health Committee. At the time 
Senator McCabe made his protest to-day; 
Senator Brackett was not in the Chamber, 
and upon Senator Grady’s suggestion Sena4 
tor MeCabe allowed his motion for change 
of referente to lie over, with the statement 
that he would renew it when Senator 
Drackett was in attendance. 

The explanation which is being quietly 
given here of Senator Brackett’s interest 
in the bill and the failure of Mr. Audett to 
insist upon its going to the Committee on 
Public Health that Senator Platt has 
éspoused the cause of the osteopaths. 

The senior Senator of New York has been 
treated by an osteopath during the past 
year, and is said to have been benefited. 
He feels grateful, it is said, for the relief 
he has obtained, and desires to help the 
secure recognition as regular 
practitioners. It was largely due to the 
fact that Dr. McCabe was able to cross- 
exumine osteopaths at the hearing on their 
bili last year that the bill was defeated, 
hence, it is said, is the move to have this 
bill considered this year by a committee of 
which Dr. McCabe is not a member. In 
speaking of the bill to-day Dr. McCabe 
said: 

“It is a bill which clearly belongs to the 
Committee on Public Health. Its provis- 
ions indicate that. In Section 11 the words 
‘public health’ are used. This section 
shows the character of the bill, which is 
one of the most sweeping measures of its 
character ever introduced. It says: ‘ Osteo- 
paths when duly licensed and registered in’ 
acccrdance with this act shall have the 
rights and privileges and be subject to the 
rules and regulations that govern other 
physicians or medical practitioners in the 
making and filing of certificates births 
and deaths, in the control of coftagious 
disease, and other matters pertaining to 
public health, but they shall not be author- 
ized to prescribe drugs for internal use or 
to perform major surgery,’ 

‘‘In my judgment the Bill contains many 
features which ought te condemn it with 
sensible peonle. Osteopaths are not only 
given the right to treat contagious dis- 
eases and issue death certificates in “cases 
which they may attend, but provision is 
made by which they can eroid examination 
by the Board of Regents even in the 
branches of medical knowledge, in which 
they profess proficiency. A man who has 
practiced osteopathy for five years, even 
theugh he has never graduated from @ 
regular school of osteopathy, could secure 
u license under the proposed law. 

“Last vear the Legislature refused to 
pass a bill exemovting from the examination 
by the Board of Regents a man who had 
received a doctor's certificate from a recog- 
nized school of medicine in Canada. ft 
also refused to pass a bill allowing Assem- 
blyman Riordan and ex-Assemblyman 
Brennan to practice law without an ex- 
amination, It is hardly possible that it 
will give approval to a measure which 
would allow a horde of medically ignorant 
persons to put_in jeopardy the health of the 
people of the State.” :

Justices Criticise the Proposed 
Constitutional Amendment. 


Declare, at New York University Law 
School that It Gives the 
Governor Too Much Power.

In the blue and white banqueting hall of 
the Hotel Savoy last evening, the Alumni 
of the New York University Law School 
fat down to their eighteenth annual din- 
ner. Many distinguished members of the 
bench and bar were present. Criticisms 
were freely made of the proposition to give 
the Governor power to delegate Judges of 
the Supreme Court in the country districts 
to hear cases in New York. Hitherto when 
out-of-town Supreme Court Judges have 
sat in New York it has been through the 
invitation of the Supreme Court Judges 
here, but the scheme to turn this power 
over to the Governor was spoken of Bast 
night as an encroachment upon the rights 
of the judiciary and the creation of a 
new kind of Gubernatorial patronage. 

Justice O’Gorman of the Supreme Court, 
the President of the Alumni Association, 
presided and acted toastmaster. At 
the guest table with him were Justice Mor- 
gan J. O'Brien, Justice John Woodward, 
Justice Martin J. Keogh, Chancellor Mc- 
Cracken, Justice Willard Bartlett, Justice 
W. W. Goodrich, Dean Ashiey, and Prof. 
Isaac F. Russell. Among the diners were 
Smith Ely, Mirabeau L. Towns, Randolph 


Guggenheimer, Arthur Briesen, and 
Charles Steckler 

Justice Morgan J. O'Brien was the first 
speaker whose remarks were taken as ap- 
ying to the proposition thut the Governor 
ec given power to send Supreme Court 
Judges to hear cases in New York. 

In any attempt of the Executive to in- 
trench upon the prerogatives of the judic- 
jary, to change the constitutional safe- 
guards which our fathers have placed 
around the judiciary,’’ said he, “it is for 
the lawyers to see that the Constitution 
handed to us shall be held inviolate, and it 
is for the lawyers standing behind the 
judiciary to see to it that the time shall 
never come when we shall lose sight of the 
harmonious balance of the three depart- 
ments by which our Government is carried 
on."’ {Applause. ] 

Justice O’Brien said 
contracted the liberty of the judiciary was 
a menace to liberty.

presented, we are sure to find a means by 
which these great questions can be solved 
in some way consistent with social order, 
vested rights, and the preservation of those 
constitutional safeguards upon which our 
prosperity depends.” 

Prof. Isaac Franklin Russell of the uni- 
versity Faculty of law said that relief from 
the law's delays and congested calendars 
must be hailed with welcome by all who 
have business with the courts. 

“Tt is doubtiless,"’ he continued, ‘‘a de- 
lightful experience for the country Judge 
to vary the monotony of life by spending a 
few months in the metropolis, during the 
season of grand opera, in lucrative and 
congenial employment. The bar, too, is 
giad to practice before Judges who seem 
courteous, serene, and patient in their 
treatment of practitioners. But there is an- 
other view of this matter: 

“The litigation in the Supreme 

this metropolis is, without doubt, the 

important that is conducted any- 

in the world, whether considered 
from the standpoint of the nature of the 
issues, or the amount of money involved. 
It ill comports with the dignity and grav- 
ity of this litigation to propose an inva- 
sion of this judicial territory by minor 
Judges from small and remote counties like 
Fulton, Hamilton, Orleans, Putnam, and 
Schoharie. The present practice leaves 
the judiciary, represented by the Justices 
of the Appellate Division, in charge of the 
distribution of its own business through 
the assignment of Justices to cheir various 
duties in the different branches of the 
court. This plan has worked to the entire 
satisfaction of the profession. 

‘The proposed amendment eidangers the 
liberties of the judiciary and imperils the 
independence of a co-ordinate department 
of government, at the same time that it 
marks the seizure by the executive of new 
powers which may, in the hands of an 
ambitious Governor, anxious to build up a 
strong political machine of his personal 
followers, result in degrading the judiciary 
to the level of subservient tools of a de- 
signing and time-serving politician.”’ 

Justice Goodrich, in responding 
toast *‘ Our Bench,” said: 

“I subscribe to all that Justice O’Brien 
has said about keeping the powers of the 
judiciary and the Executive independent. 
Let the Executive keep his hands off.”

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NEW YORK-NEW JERSEY 
TRUST CO.’S NOVEL CHARTER. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 14.—The certifi- 
cate of incorporation of the New York- 
New Jersey Trust Company was presented 
to the Department of Banking and Insur- 
ance to-day, and an application made under 
the statute for its approval and for leave 
to organize the corporation. 


The purposes and objects of the corpora- 
tion are similar in general to the ordinary 
banking and trust company, but in the pro- 
posed charter are contained unusually broad 
powers, and express permission is given for 
the trust company to do business outside 
of the State of New Jersey. It is, in fact, 
the first charter ever granted to a banking 
company which enables it to do business 
all over the country. 

The matter was referred by the Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance to the At- 
torney General, who, after a conference 
with ex-United States Attorney General 
Griggs, and other counsel for the applica- 
tion, advised the department to accept the 
certificate, which was filed and recorded. 

One of the incorporators said last night 
that the new trust company would be a 
great clearing house fos New York banks 
without paying New York taxes. 

The nineteenth article of the 
of incorporation is as follows: 

Including the power to conduct business in 
other States and in foreign countries, and to 
have one or more offices out of this State, and 
to hold, purchase, mortgage, and convey real 
and personal property out of the State of New 
Jersey, the company shall possess the general 
powers conferred by the *‘ Act Concerning Cor- 
poretions."’

Bank, Paterson, N. J.; Edward C. Stokes,

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


It is reported from Kansas City that M. 
P. Paret, chief engineer of the Kansas 
City, Mexican and Orient, had made ar- 
rangements in Europe for the shipment of 
rails from manufacturing plants in 
Belgium for 600 miles of track of the Orient 
Road at a price $10 per ton less than the 
lowest delivered price obtainable from 
American mills.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 14.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company has made an offer 
to purchase the capital stock of the Penn- 
sylvania and’ Northwestern Railroad Com- 
pany, on the basis of $1,000,000 of their 
stock for $2,250,000 of stock of the Penn- 
sylvania and Northwestern Company. 

At the present market price of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad stock this is equal to a 
little more than 833 per share for the Penn- 
sylvania and Northwestern Railroad stock. 

The Directors and management of the 
Pennsylvania and Northwestern have ex- 
pressed the intention of accepting the offer, 
which will be made to the stockholders in- 
dividually by notice at a later date. 

The Pennsylvania and Northwestern Rail- 
road is situated in Central Pennsylvania, 
and is about sixty-five miles long, running 
from Bellwood, Blair County, to the Punx- 
sutawney soft coal region. The principal 
freight carried by the road is coal and 
lumber. 


WESTERN RATES DISTURBED.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—It is charged that 
rates east-bound from the Missouri River 
have again gone to pieces and that severe 
demoralization is again threatened. In 
consequence, another meeting of Presidents 
and executive officers of Western roads 
was held in this city to-day to avert the 
threatened danger of a general collapse in 
rates. No action could be taken because 
some of the roads interested in the matter 
were not represented. 

Dispatches were sent by General Agent 
Ristine to the managers of the roads who 
had failed to put in an appearance with 
requests to send some one authorized to act 
to the meeting, to be held at 2:30 P. M. 
to-morrow 

It is claimed to be absolutely impossible 
to make any agreement for the mainten- 
ance of rates in the West at this time. 
This is partly due to the hostile feeling ex- 
isting between the big magnates who con- 
trol most of the roads in the West, and 
partly to the refusal of the Gulf lines to 
act in concert with the east-bound roads 
from the Missouri River.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—A resolution of- 
fered by Senator Harris (Kan.) to-day was 
passed, directing the Attorney General to

Railroad: Men Applaud Him at the 
Y. M. C. A. Branch. 


His Advocacy of Pensions for Them— 
He Urges Them to Marry and Se- 
cure a Competence—His Own 
Early Experiences. 


Andrew Carnegie was the chief speaker 
last night at the celebration of the twenty- 
sixth anniversary of the Railroad Branch 
of the Young Men's Christian Association, 
561 Madison Avenue. Chauncey M, Depew 
for the first time in twenty-six years was 
absent. Edward V. W. Rossiter presided. 
The hall on the second floor of the build- 
ing was filled to overflowing with railroad 
men. Seats had been reserved for them 
until just before the meeting opened, when 
many vistting ladies entered the hall and 
took them. The place was literally packed. 

The Rev. Dr. David H. Greer opened the 
exercises with prayer, and then two hymns 
were sung. Mr. Rossiter made a few re- 
marks appropriate to the anniversary, and 
then the Secretary read a report showing 
the association to be in a very prosperous 
condition. Gwilym Miles sang two solos 
approved in hearty style by the men, and 
then Mr. Carnegie spoke. He was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. 

lie spoke with the greatest earnestness 
when he came to the part of his address 
dealing with pensions for the men, and was 
rewarded with a storm of approval that 
equaled that when he advised matrimony. 
When he referred to pensions. the men 
looked at Mr. Rossiter. The Vanderbilt 
system has not yet adopted the pension 
idea. 

Mr. Carnegie, after paying tribute to the 
late Cornelius Vanderbilt, continued: 

“When I had the honor to become one 
of you the Pennsylvania Railroad was not 
yet finished to Pittsburg. 1 was then a 
young operator. I was receiving the enor- 
mous salary of $25 per month, and Thomas 
A. Scott, the Superintendent, and afterward 
President, offered me $385 to become his 
secretary and telegrapher, which meant 
fortune. Let me congratulate you upon the 
great advance in your own wages and sal- 
aries since then. Mr. Scott received $125 
a month—8$1,500 a year, and my wonder was 
what a man could do with that amount of 
money. I hadn't thought then of one use— 
he might succeed by giving part of it away. 

‘it is one of the most cheering facts of 
our day that under present conditions the 
wages of labor tend to rise, and the price 
of the necessaries of life tend to fall. here 
never was a nation so splendidly situated 
as ours is at this moment in regard to 
labor. Those of you so fortunate as to be 
married know how much wee upon a 
wife who can manage your household af- 
fairs and you also, and those of you who 
are not yet married will find that out. 
There is nothing that success and happiness 
of a workingman so much depends upon, 
next to his own good conduct, as @ good 
managing wife. 

“What all of you should strive for is 
a competence. No man should be happy 
without it, if it be within reach, and I 
urge all of you to save part of your earn- 
ings these prosperous days, and put in sav- 
ings bank at interest, or better still, buy a 
home with it. 

‘Being a telegrapher, I took charge of 
our own railroad telegraph wire when it 
was constructed, and I believe that I placed 
the first young woman telegraph student 
at work on a railroad; so 1 see it stated. 
In those days the Superintendent had to do 
everything; there was no division of re- 
sponsibilities. It was supposed that no 
subordinate could be trusted to run trains 
by telegraph or attend to a wreck, and 
Mr. Scott and I, his successor, were two 
of the most foolish men I have ever known 
in this respect. 

‘It took me some time to learn, but I 
did learn, that the supremely great man- 
agers, such as you have these days, never 
do any work themselves worth speaking 
about; their point is to make others work 
while they think. I applied this lesson in 
after life, so that business with me has 
never been a care. 

‘Your sons who are to succeed you on 
the New York Central will run trains at a 
hundred miles an hour, double your present 
speed, just as you are running trains at 
double the speed of thirty years ago. The 
line will be straight. In the language of 
Scripture, ‘the crooked places,’ that is the 
curves, ‘ shall be made straight.’ 

‘“‘In the improvements made to-day on 
the various lines 1 don’t think many mana- 
gers look far enough ahead. They are 
spending on some parts perhaps half a 
million dollars where they ought to spend 
double, and easing the curves which they 
should abolish, and some future President 
is to say that they wasted a good deal of 
money. Nothing but a straight line will 
be up to date in 1950, or before that. 

“But, gentlemen, there is another de- 
partment in which. progress has been as 
great. and even of greater importance than 
in that of which we have been speaking. 
It is in the care of ‘railroad employes, their 
position, their advantages, their earnings, 
and in the pensibn system which the lead- 
ing railroads of this country feel them- 
selves obligated to establish, that you 
who labor year after year at stated sala- 
ries and have no prospect of making great 
gains should at least have this consola- 
tion in view, that in your old age you will 
be able to live in comfortable independence,

entitled to as a bonus for faithful 
ice rendered. 
“1 know of nothing which lifts and im- 


proves the service of a great line and adds

Recorder Goff Says Legislation 
Cannot Suppfess Them. 


Dr. Abbott Declares Remedy Is in Laws 
Made for the People in General— 
Mr. Wetmore’s Views. 


A large number of the members of the 
Nineteenth Century Club assembled at 
Sherry's last night to listen to a discussion 
by well-known speakers on the subject of 
"What Shall We Do With Anarchy and 
Anarchists? "’ The speakers were Recorder 
John W. Goff, the Rev. Lyman W. Abbott, 
and Edmund Wetmore. 

Recorder Goff said in part: 

‘Laws never made man or woman vir- 
tuous. Anarchy is an idea, and you cannot 
suppress an idea. If it is right it is bound 
to triumph; if it is wrong it will die of 
itself, 

“We make a grand mistake in congratu- 
lating ourselves on the condition of society 


and our own social position, France and 
other countries, as history has shown, 
were possessed of the same fault. But tell 
me who were the anarchists of the French 
Revolution? Was it the aristocracy and 
the nobility who reveled in wealth and lux- 
ury while the great masses were starving, 
or was it the latter, who were the real 
anarchists? 

**{ remember a few years ago when the 
country was suffering from a great busi- 
ness and financial depression, tnat a great 
mass meeting ot the people of a part of 
New York City assembled in Tompkins 
Square. They gathered there to discuss 
among themselves the reason why so many 
of them should be unemployed. 

“They did decry the whole Govern- 
mental system, and while they were doing 
so the police charged upon them, and, with- 
out any other law but the locust stick, 
caused them to disperse, all asking them- 
selves what wrong they had committed. 
Now I ask you whether any of you tIn- 
jured by the night stick would on the way 
to the hospital console yourselves by say- 
ing: ‘It js a good thing tor me.’ 

“ Anarchy is madness and conducive to 
upset the social state. Theorists have de- 
fined it as a high order of cultivation. But 
whatever it may be I tell you there is an- 
other extreme and its evil is as dangerous 
as the other. A whole country despised 
Czolgosz for his deed, but did we think and 
despise the cause tor his existence and 
views’ Man is likened to the dog. He 
charges the stone thrown at him insvead of 
the thrower. 

’ There are enough laws on the statutes 
of the State of New York to furnish a 
first-class Commonwealth. We are in 
truth a law-making country. Legislation 
seems to us to be the natural remedy for 
ali evils. But human nature outlives laws, 
and human passion also outlives laws. You 
cannot extirpate ideas by legislation. An- 
archy is an idea. 

“In a sense it is but a craze, and the 
whole history of the world has been marked 
with crazes. If there be no causes for their 
existence in our Governmental system, then 
we can let the craze pass by. All attempts 
at Jegislation against anarchy will, in my 
opinion, be futile and will be productive of 
more evil than good.” 

The Rev. Lyman Abbott observed that 
there were three doctrines disseminated in 
the popular mind—assassination, anarchy, 
and Socialism. The insane and criminal, 
he said, must be treated differently. 

Assassination, explained Dr. Abbott, was 
the doctrine which regarded all rulers as 
brigands who should be shot on_ sight. 
Anarchy was a doctrine which said that no 
one man should coerce another man, or 
present force over another man's will pow- 
er. The speaker continued: 

“This doctrine is defended and advo- 
cated on philosophical grounds. It is de- 
fended on religious grounds, It is asserted 
that Christ was the first Anarchist. The 
third doctrine, Socialism, is often confused 
with anarchy. 

“The platform, the pulpit, and the press 
have been in error on this differentiation. 
I assert in reality that Anarchism is an- 
tagonistic to Socialism. Anarchy cries ‘ No 
government,’ while Socialism cries ‘No 
freedom of government.’ 

“The primary rights of man are the 
rights of anarchy. He has surrendered 
some of these rights for the sake of con- 
stitutional order. The present generation 
may say, ‘My fathers had no right to sur- 
render these rights.’ This is the doctrine of 
anarchy. 

“I deny absolutely the assumption of this 
philosophy. 

‘“*I deny that man has a right to free 
and unfettered government. We are born 
under an external and natural government, 
and we have nothing to do with it whatever, 
by being born to it. We can, if we choose, 
treat the law as if it never existed, but 
sooner or later we are bound to get into 
trouble, or we can yield it willing obedi- 
ence. 

“I am certain of the concurrent views of 
the President on this question. | want to 
address Congress, to tell that body that it 
must disabuse its mind of the idea that it 
can make laws. Congress must find out 
not what laws to make but what laws to 
discover. 

“If our Legislatures make laws to pro- 
mote the interests of private individuals, 
if they do not administer to the people in 
general, then there is bound to be anarchy. 
if they do so justly, then anarchy will dls- 
appear as mist before the sun.”’ 

The next speaker, Mr. Wetmore, de- 
clared Anarchy to be the offspring of mod- 
ern conditions. He designated it as the evil 
growth of false reasoning, vile passions, 
and skepticism, It was, he said, a de- 
structive force which started from above 
and not from below. Mr. Wetmore then at- 
tacked ‘*‘ yellow journalism.” 

* We need not have any fear about the 
liberty of the press,’ said he. ‘* The ques- 
tion of the present day is how to curtail

* Anarchists are taught this lesson from 
the primary department of yellow journal- 
ism and it is continued in the lecture room 
of Emma Goldman and her associates.”’

His Place at the Head of Great 
Combinations. 


The Speakers at the Annual Banquet 
of the Jewelers’ Association and 
Board of Trade. 


The principal speakers at the third an- 
nual banquet of the Jewelers’ Association 
and Board of Trade, held last night at 
Sherry’s, were James B. Dill and John 
Sparhawk, Jr., of the Philadelphia bar. 
Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, who was to 
speak on “The American at Home and 
Abroad,” was through illness unable to 
attend. The diners numbered about 
and A. C. Alford presided. Mr. Dill, speak- 
ing on ‘‘The Evolution of the Lawyer,” 
said in part: 

“But a short distance back in history a 
great ruler, attributed to be wise in his day 
and generation, publicly said that he 
thanked God that he had but three lawyers 
in his entire kingdom, and that when he re- 
turned he intended to hang two of the 
three. 

“To the lawyer of yesterday commercial 
failures and disasters meant fees; to the 
lawyer of to-day ruin of business enter- 
prises means ruin to the lawyer. 

“A glance at the Directory and at the list 
of officers of great combinations shows that 
at the head of the realty companies are the 
lawyers, at the head of the organization 
trust companies are the lawyers, at the 
head of the realty and mortgage companies 
are the lawyers; so that, while this com- 
bination has taken place, the manner of 
business at the bar has not been slow to 
avail itself of it, and has likewise prepared 
the very combinations into which the busi- 
ness goes, but with this distinction, that 
the business man is sharing in the profits 
of the lawyer in the combinations, in the 
realty companies, in the title companies, in 
the corporation trust companies, inasmuch 
as the business man is the contributor to 
the capital employed in such business. 

“It is said that in former times few 
lawyers died leaving behind them much be- 
yond a reputation and a property which 
ceased to pay dividends at death. But 
rationalism has come to members of the 
bar with regard to finances as well as In 
other directions. The lawyer of to-day 
recognizes the value of credit. He knows 
that mercantile agencies are reporting law- 
yers in detail. He knows that his clients 
may judge his ability to succeed for them 
according to hig success for himself. 

‘“* Among lawyers now interested in great 
commercial enterprises are James W. Alex- 
ander, President of the Equitable Life; 
Judge E. H. Gary, of the Steel combine; 
Charles 8S. Fairchild, of the New York 
Security and Trust Company; Charles 
Steele, of J. P. Morgan & Co., and James 
H. Eckels, ex-Controller of the United 
States. We might continue these examples 
at length. They all show the value and 
growing appreciation of the business law- 
yer."*

E OPPOSITION 
TO STRANAHAN BILL 


“Two Amendments Proposed at 
Hearing Likely to be Made. 


Senator Grady’s Speech in Defense of 
Tammany Taxation a Feature of 
the Proceedings. 


Special to The New Yor’ Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—The hearing on the 
Stranahan morigage tax bill before the 
Senate and House Committees on Taxation 
and Retrenchment developed little serious 
opposition to the bill. Senator Stranahan 
said to-night that two amendments offered 
by Lawson Purdy, Secretary of the New 
York Tax Reform Association, would prob- 
ably be accepted by the Senate Committee, 
and with these changes he thought the 
bill would pass. This is the general senti- 
ment of the members of the Taxation and 
Retrenchment Committees of the two 
houses. 

The first amendment offered by Mr. 
Purdy .was to prevent the tax from being 
collected twice in the same year from the 
same property. The amendment provided 
that a mortgage offered for record within 
one year of the date of the first record of 
a satisfied mortgage, covering the same 
property, shall be exempt from the tax 
up to an equal amount to the amount of 
the satisfied mortgage. The purpose of 
this amendment is to protect builders who 
give short time mortgages to carry on con- 
struction, and after the completion of the 
building negotiate a permanent loan. 

Mr. Purdy’s second suggested amendment 
kad to do with existing taxable mortgages 
which have a long time to run and mort- 
Guges of property outside the State. The 
amendment proposes that permission be 
given to the owners of such mortgages to 
pay a like tax to the recording otficer of 
the county in which they reside, in lieu of 
all other taxation. This amendment is 
designed to remove the very scriogus objec- 
tion that there are past due mortgages 
outstanding which would be called. if 
the bill is passed as it is the holders of 
past due mortgages will demand that new 
mertgages be made, and this would im- 
pose a heavy and unnecessary burden upon 
the mortgageors. Under the proposed amend- 
ment the tax will be paid without incurring 
ihe expense of a new search of title and 
the execution of a new mortgage. Another 
effect of the amendment will be, it is pre- 
dicted, to double the revenue, as the own- 
ers of all existing mortgages will welcome 
the opportunity of paying the mortgage 
lax to secure exemption from personal 
taxation on the mortgages held by them, 
the mortgage tax being a half of 1 per ceni. 
at the time of recording aid the personal 
property tax being 245 per cent. annually. 

Other changes than those ‘suggested. by 
Mr. Purdy were proposed to the committee 
by other speakers. but were not favorably 
received. F. C. Lendischer, representing 
thirty-eight co-operative building and loan 
associations, argued in favor of these asso- 
ciations being exempted, and W. A. Gans 
wanted the fraternal and charitable asso- 
ciations exempted. 

Senator Slater declared his opposition to 
any and all taxation on mortgages as un- 
righteous and unjust. 

“*T am unalterably opposed to this form 
of taxation,’’ said he, “and I stand for 
the principle of mortgage exemption from 
taxation.”’ He argued that exemption would 
tend to increase fnvestment in real estate, 
and real estate was the fixed realty of the 
State. “‘ However,”’ he added, “if the bill 
must pass, it should be amended so that 
the amount of the mortgage could be de- 
ducted from the value of the real estate on 
which it rests, so that there would be no 
double taxation on the same property. For 
instance, if a man owns a house worth 
$15,000 and has a mortgage of $5,000 on it, 
the is obliged to pay taxes on $15,000 first 
and then upon $5,000, being thus obliged to 
pay taxes on $20,000. The owner of realty 
should not be taxed for more than its real 
Value.” 

Senator Slater said in conclusion that if 
there must be a mortgage tax why should 
it not be reduced to one-fourth of 1 per 
cent. He was creditably informed that such 

_m tax would give the State a revenue of 
$4,000,000, 

With regard to the proposed exemption 
of the building and loan associations, Sen- 
ator Stranahan said to-night that he was 
opposed to it. ; 

“If we exempt them,” he said, we will 
at once have the universities on our back, 
and then we will hear from the churches. 
Next will come the savings banks to urge 
their claims, and then we will be infermed 
that our old friends, the insurance com- 

yanies, must not be overlooked. ‘If we once 
et down the bars.to exempt any class the 
result will be that we will have no bill. 
I am therefore opposed to any exemptions, 
and do not believe there will be any.” 

A feature of the hearing was Senator 
Grady’s address in reply to a remark by 
Assemblyman Seymour that the real estate 
in New York was already overburdened by 
Tammany taxation. The Tammany leader 
was in his best form, and frequently con- 
vulsed the Senate Chamber with laughter. 

Senator Grady said he was surprised that 
Mr. Seymour should be laboring under the 
delusion that it was Tammany taxation 
which was oppressing New York taxpayers. 
Tammany taxation, he said, amounted to 
only 13 cents out of every dollar paid, the 
other 87 cents being levied in Albany. 

“Jt is really very touching,”’ he said, “ to 
witness the soul torment which some of 
these eminently respectable citizens, who 
are always shocked over the conduct of 
Tammany, experience when it comes to a 
question of equity. It tears their hearts, 
and yet I remember that one of these same 
eminently respectable gentlemen, when 
questioned before the Committee on Taxa- 
ticn, admitted that he always avoided per- 
sonal taxation by going down into Wall 
Street a short time before the assessors’ 
annual visit and buying bonds for which he 
gave his notes, and when the assessor had 
passed on his rounds this highly moral 
man went and took up his notes. This 
self-same gentieman during the last cam- 
‘paign spoke from: twenty platforms on the 
eauty of the civic virtues. A plain ordi- 
nary Tammany sportsman would call what 
that man considers mere cleverness plain, 
downright, contemptible forgery. 

“A man should be taxed for what he 
owns, not for what he owes. This bill 
provides that the man who has the short 
end of the real estate will pay the big end 
of the tax.”’ 

Mr. Seymour asked Senator Grady if he 
did not know that in Vermont, Pennsy!- 
vania, New Jersey, and other States, mort- 
gages were exempt. Senator Grady said 
that if all the States exempted them it 
would not change his argument. 

Senator Stranahan asked Senator Grady 
if he did not think that even if all the 
other States did exempt mortgages from 
taxation, New York would sstill be a 
very good field of investment in such se- 
curities. 

“JT have a vague idea,’’ said Senator 
Grady, “‘ that some day I will be landed in 
Paridise, but if I had money to lend and 
‘this bill becomes a law, I would want 
nothing better than to have my stay upon 
this part of the terrestrial sphere indefi- 
nitely extended. It doesn’t hold out much 
hope to the hustler—-no, I can’t see where 
he comes in, but for the man who has 
money to loan it holds forth promise be- 
yond the dreams of avarice. 

“Now, in conclusion,’’ said Senator 
Grady, addressing Mr. Seymour, “ in regard 
.0 the suggestion that the poor builders 
and real estate owners of Greater New 
York are staggering under the load of 
Tammany taxation, wait a little while; wait 
a little while, and see how the Fusion move- 
ment will extinguish taxation altogetler.”’ 
‘: J. H. Ehrehardt urged that second mort- 
gages be exempted from taxation.

Bill Introduced for Purpose of Aiding 
New York City. 

ALBANY. N. Y., Jan. 14.—Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Whitman of New York 
City, who represents the New York City 
Government here. had a bill introduced to- 
day by Senator Elsberg in the Senate and 
Assemblyman Seymour in the House to 
expedite the collection of taxes in New 
York City. 

At present the collection of unpaid taxes 
can only be compelled by a regular court 
proceeding 'n New York City, while in all 
other counties of ‘the State the cases are 
taken into suppleme&tary proceedings. The 
bill provides that the Receiver of Taxes of 
New York City shall be authorized to be- 
gin aappteneeneaey” proceedings against per- 
sons or corpordtions who fail to pay per- 
sonal taxes amounting to $1,000 or over. 
Under its provisions, such proceedings may 
be begun as soon as the assessment roll is 
returned with the amount remaining un- 
satisfied, and no other court proceedings 
are to be deemed necessary. 


ELECTRICITY FOR CANALS. 


Frank W. Hawley Said to Have Ob- 
tained Options on English 
Waterways. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 14.—Canal men here were 
much interested by the press dispatches 
from London announcing that Frank W. 
Hawley had secured an option upon near- 
ly all the English canals, and had or- 
ganized a syndicate to operate them upon 
the electrical system, which the Erie Canal 
Traction Company had found so successful 

upon the Erie Canal. 

Mr. Hawley is well remembered here. He 
was interested in the Lamb Electric Towin 
system, which in 1895 promised to do muc 
for the Erie Canal traffic, but which in 
reality accomplished no benefit. 

The system consisted of the use of a 
motor along the banks of the canal to tow 
the boats. A motor track some miles in 
length was built at Tonawanda. The first 
test of the system was witnessed by ex- 
Gov. Flower and other State officials. The 
motor towed five canalboats loaded with 
people the length of the track. It was es- 
timated that a canalboat could be taken 
from Buffalo to Troy under this system at 
the rate of two and a half miles an hour, 
and at a cost of $5 for the trip. But the 
company was never able to secure the in- 
vestment of sufficient capital in the enter- 
prise, notwithstanding the fact that State 
Electrician Barnes indorsed ii, and the 
tracks completed fell into disuse.

Eastern Security Company Formed to 
Underwrite Securities and Engage 
in Commercial and Bank- 
ing Operations.

BALTIMORE, Jan. 14.~—The Eastern Se- 
curity Company, composed of leading Balti- 
more financiers, business men, and capital- 
ists, was organized here to-day, with these 
officers: President, Nelson Perin; First 


Vice President, Daniel E. Conklin; Second 
Vice President, N. Winslow Williams; Sec- 
retary and Treasurer, Donnell Swain; Ex- 
ecutive Committee—Nelson Perin, William 
A. Marburg, Seymour Mandelbaum, Daniel 
BE. Conklin, and William P. Harvey. The 
capital. stock is divided into fifty shares, 
having a par value of $5,000 each, making 
a total capital stock of $250,000. The 
articles of incorporation give the com- 
pany the right to increase the shares to 
200,. with a value of $1,000,000. The object 
of having the shares so large is to con- 
fine them to as few hands as possible, and 
to insure, as far as can be, the responsi- 
bility of the holdings. 

The business of the company will be 
chiefly organizing or participating in syndi- 
cates for underwriting of securities and 
engaging in commercial transactions or 
other enterprises. Incidentally it possesses 
the power to lend and borrow money, to 
act as fiscal agent generally, and to deal 
in all classes of property. 

The charter granted the company by the 
Legislature is unusual in that it affords 
opportunities to its stockholders for parti-

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GOV. YOORHEES’S MESSAGE 


His Last Recommendations to the 
New Jersey Legislature. 


Stringent Laws Against Conspiring An- 
archists Urged—He Advocates Pop- 
ular Election of United 
States Senators. 


Special to The New York Times. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 14.—Gov. Voor- 
hees to-day transmitted his third and last 
annual message to the Legislature. As he 
is soon to turn over his office to his suc- 
cessor the message was largely in the 
nature of a valedictory. 

Among the important subjects he dis- 
cusses and upon which he makes recom- 
mendations are the necessity of steps to 
preserve the magnificent pine forests of the 
State; the desirability of laws for the more 
severe punishment of Anarchists who con- 
spire against high officials; the election of 
United States Senators by popular vote; 
the necessity for a common system of 
sewage for municipalities along the Passaic 
River; the desirability of enlarging the 
Capitol grounds, and the workings of the 
municipal franchise act. 

Gov. Voorhees makes a vigorous plea for 
the preservation of the forests, especially 
from destruction by fire, declaring that the 
subject urgently demands early attention 
at the hands of the Legislature. Unless 
a successful plan to check the widely spread 
fires of recent years is evolved and ap- 
plied to check them, Gov. Voorhees declares 
that the entire State will suffer serious 
and permanent damage. He points out 


that areas embracing upward of 100,000 
acres are subject to the ravages of this 
destructive agency. He continues: 
Hygienic reasons call for the preservation of 
the forest cover, especially in those regions which 
will soon become tne gathering grounds of water 
for the cities of our State. Forest streams are 
peculiarly pure. They are equable in flow and 
are not subject to dangerous floods or affected 
by seasons of drought. That day will soon come 
when the water supplies of this pine belt will be 
needed for the seacoast cities and interior towns. 
In another aspect, too, the preservation of the 
forests, especially in Southern Jersey, is impor- 
tant. They ameliorate the rigors of the Winter 
climate of our great health resorts and invite the 
stranger to dwell among us. 
Some system of forest protection must be sub- 
stituted for the unsatisfactory one now in force. 
It should be a system under State control in order 
to be effective. Experience clearly demonstrates 
that individual owners cannot or will not cope 
with the evil. 
The Governor takes up the subject of 
anarchy, and after discussing it in general 
terms says: 
Present laws are sufficient to protect the citi- 
zen against malicious publications and utter- 
ances. Some restriction, however, should be 
placed upon speech and publications the inevita- 
ble tendency of which is to encourage the vicious 
and desperate to acts of violence against consti- 
tuted authority. But whatever may be the dif- 
ference of opinion as to how far the right of 
speech should be abridged, all will agree that 
the murder of those invested with office by the 
cholce of a majority free to exercise its will and 
untrammeled in its selection, or the attempt to 
compass the death of duly constituted rulers, 
merits severest punishment. All order, all law, 
all government would be at an end if the killing 
or attempted killing of those tn authority did not 
meet with swift and condign punishment. 


He also urges that a proper punishment 
should be provided for those who may 
——_ in the State of New Jersey against 
ife of a ruler of another nation, de- 
claring that it is doubtful if the present 
aw against conspiracy embraces such a 
crime and that ail uncertainty should be 
removed.

The plain truth is, reluctant as one may be 
to admit it, that from many of our States 
there have been sent to the United States Senate 
men who have been unfit and who would never 
have appeared as candidates for that high 
office had they been compelled to face the 
ordeal of a popular election. 1lt is admitted 
that under the plan of electing by a popular 
vote, the same results might follow, but the 
chances of such misfortune are far less. The 
Republic has not suffered because its Presidents 
have been elected by the people. 

After discussing the Municipal Franchise 
Act at length, the Governor says: ‘ 

With the requirements of the act there has 
been a very general and prompt compliance, but 
taking advantage of the doubtful meaning of a 
provision of the act, which, unfortunately, finds 
place therein, certain of the most extensive and 
important of our gas and water companies have 
declined to subject themselves to the require- 
ments of the act and refuse to make return of 
their gross receipts for purposes of taxation, The 
latter part of Section 8 provides that the act 
** shall not be construed to apply to any corpo- 
ration which has not hitherto or may not hereafter 
exercise any municipal franchise.’’ The Legis- 
lature clearly intended to embrace all companies 
using the streets, and the section should be 
amended to conform to the spirit of the act. 

He states that the finances of the State 
are in a healthy condition, and that the 
present system of rafsing the school tax is 
proving satisfactory. He announces that 
the last installment of civil war debt, 
amounting to $71,U00, fell due on the Ist ot 
January, 1902, and its payment marked the 
extinguishment of the entire issue of the 
war bonds, which amounted in 1886 to 
$3,385,200. The only debt of the State 
amounts to $48,000, represented by certifi- 
cates to the Commissioners of the Agri- 
culture College. 


STATE ASYLUM MANAGEMENT. 


Bill to Abolish Managers and Appoint 
Superintendent Rushed at Albany 
by Governor’s Will. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 14.—The Assembly Com- 
mittee on Judiciary to-night reported the 
bill introduced on the recommendation of 
the Governor for the abolishment of the 
Boards of Managers for the eleven State 
Asylums for the Insane and the appoint- 
ment of a Superintendent by the Governor, 
on the recommendation of the State Com- 
mission in Lunacy, to perform the duties 

now discharged by these boards, 

The bill was reported after a hearing 
and in the face of a remonstrance 
against action on it until after a further 
hearing had been given. At the hearing 
to-day the opposition to the bill was voiced 
by Edward T. Devine and Secretary Brown 
of the Charities Aid Society. Messrs. De- 
vine and Brown both made the claim that 
the insane asylums of the State were now 
well conducted and that the proposed 
change would not be for their good. 

They both said that, owing to the fact 
that the hearing had not been sufficiently 
advertised, the opponents of the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendation had not had a fair 
opportunity to present all of their objec- 
tions to the bill. There were many others, 
they said, who would like to be heard on 
the bill. The committee decided, however, 
not to give another hearing, and the bill 
was favorably reported to-night. 

The action of the committee is taken as 
an indication of Gov. Odell’s intef&tion to 
have the bill passed as quickly as possible. 
The State Charities bill has been intro- 
duced, but will not be ready for several 
days. The general osMiion is that the 
Charities bill will be hurried through along 
with the Lunacy bill, to which it is simi- 
lar in all respects. 

At the office of the State Board of Chari- 
ties to-day it was said that the board would 
not give out its protest to the Governor, 
despite the Governor's statement that he 
had no objection to such action on the 
board’s part. When asked to-night whether 
he had changed his mind about giving out 
the statement, Gov. Odell said he had not. 
The present Rrospest is that the objec- 
tions of the State Board to the bill will 
not be known until the hearing on the bill, 
if at all. 

All the Democrats and one Republican, 
members of the committee, voted against 
the bill. The action of the majority has 
created much bitter feeling, and a serious 
fight is threatened when the bill comes up 
in the Assembly. The explanation given 
for the cg ee oe action of the committee 
to-night in the face of the serious opposi- 
tion is that the committee ‘acted under 
orders.”’

UNITED STATES SENATORSHIP. 


Joint Republican Caucus Arranged— 
Protest Against ex-Sheriff 
Baird’s Election. 
TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 14.—An agree- 
ment was reached this afternoon that the 
joint Republican caucus to select a candi- 
date for United States Senator be held 
Thursday afternoon of next week at & 

o'clock in the Assembly chamber. 

The first injection of bad blood into the 
United States Senatorship fight was made 
this morning. when a number of the Re- 
publican members of the two houses re- 
ceived an anonymous circular letter pro- 
testing against the election of ex-Sheriff 
David Baird of Camden. The circular stat- 
ed that a few years ago the government of 
the State was wrested from the ‘" old race- 
track gang,"’ and that Mr. Baird is friendly 
to ex-Assemblyman William J. Thompson, 
the owner of the Gloucester racetrack, 

Mr. Baird's friends assert that this is an 
old matter that has been thrashed over be- 


fore in the newspapers, and that it will do 
him no harm. 


NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Preparing for the Inauguration of Gov. 
Murphy—The Democratic Leaders. 
TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 14.—The sessions 
of the New Jersey Legislature for 1902 
opened at 3 o'clock this afternoon. The 
two houses organized with the election of 
the officers agreed upon in the Republican 

caucuses some time ago. 

Senator Francis of Monmouth, in accept- 
ing the Presidency of the upper house, re- 
ferred to the Constitutional amendment, the 
Passaic pollution question, and the Stokes 
school law, which was recently declared un- 
constitutional. President Francis made no 
recommendations with respect to these 
questions, but said legislation should be 
enacted to stamp out anarchy. 

In the House Assemblyman William J. 


Bradley of Camden, in taking the Chair, 
made no speech, except to thank the mem- 
bers and to say a few words in eulogy of 
Gen. Sewell. 

Assemblyman George Pennent will be the 
Democratic leader in the House, and Sena- 
tor Lewis J. Martin of Monmouth the Dem- 
ocratic leader in the Senate. 

The following are candidates for the of- 
fice of State Treasurer: Senator Charles A. 
Reed, Somerset; J. H. Coe, Bergen County; 
Frank 0. Briggs of Trenton, and ex-Sena- 
tor Robert Williams of Passaic. 

The two houses adopted a resolution ap- 
pointing a joint committee to arrange for 
the inauguration of Goy.-elect Murphy next 
Tuesday. The committee consists of Sena- 
tors Hutchinson. Reed, and Martin, and 
Assemblymen Leavitt, Gill, Gnichtel, 
Champion, and Dennin. 

Mr. Gill (Rep. of Camden) offered in the 
House a resolution appointing a joint 
commission to arrange for the memorial 
exercises in honor of the late United 
States Senator Sewell. This resolution was 
senor, and the Senate took similar ac- 
tion. 

Senator Reed introduced the only bill 
offered in either House. It provides for 
the appointment by the Governor of fif- 
teen New Jersey Commissioners for the 
St. Louis Purchase Exposition. 

Senator Gebhardt (Dem. of Hunterdon) 
introduced a concurrent resolution memo- 
rializing Congress to provide for the hold- 
ing of a Constitutional Convention looking 
to the adoption of an amendment to the 
United States Constitution in favor of the 
election of United States Senators by pop- 
ular vote. 


CUBAN POSTAL FRAUDS. 


Trial Resumed at Havana—Ex-Director 
General of Posts Rathbone 
Examined. 


HAVANA, Jan. 14.—The examination of 
Estes G. Rathbone, ex-Director General of 
Posts of Cuba, was continued this after- 
noon, when the trial of the charges grow- 
ing out of the Cuban Post Office frauds 
was resumed. Private correspondence be- 
tween Rathbone and ex-Postmaster Gener- 
al Smith was introduced. Rathbone said 
he did not take part in any campaign hav- 
ing for its purpose his appointment as 
civil Governor of Cuba. Some overzealous 
friends began one, but he did not indorse 


it, and wrote to the President and Postmas- 
ter General saying he did not want the po- 
sition. 

The Government introduced Charles F, 
W. Neely's letter with a petition to the 
President asking for the appointment of 
Rathbone. 

Rathbone said he did not know of its ex- 
istence until six weeks ago. 

The dramatic incident of the trial this 
afternoon was the confronting of Rathbone 
with Reeves with regard to the statement 
Reeves alleges Rathbone made after Rath- 
bone’s return to the United States in No- 
vember, 1809, and two months after the 
stamps were burned. 

When Reeves took 
was sitting opposite him. Reeves said that 
Rathbone told him that Neely had ar- 
ranged the matter with regard to the burn- 
ing of the surcharged stamps, so that fraud 
would not be discovered. Rathbone here 
asked Reeves if he was willing to swear 
to this statement. Reeves replied ‘‘ Yes,”’ 
to which Rathbone said, ‘‘ God help you.”

Rathbone admitted having received the 
letter from Neely after his arrest. He said 
it was in answer to a cablegram he sent 
him to return when Inspector igri, 
Burton reported a shortage in the posta 
accounts. On the bottom of this letter was 
written ‘‘ Destroy this letter.’’ 

Rathbone said he had stated to Inspector 
General Burton that in charging the Ha- 
vana office with stamps, it did not make 
any difference to Washington whether they 
were in the form of surcharged stamps or 
otherwise, and that the total amount of the 
value of the stamps was charged. 

Rathbone said that every one had pride 
in circulating the new Cuban stamps, and 
that when they were issued he advised 
burning the old stamns, as they took up 
much room in the vault. He said there 
was no secret of the burning of the stamps; 
that it was natural that Neely and Reeves 
should be appointed on the commission, 
and that Marfield’s honesty had never been 
questioned. 

At this point Rathbone's annual report, 
which is alleged to show that there was 
not on hand an amount of stamps equal to 
the amount burned, was brought up and 
the fact was disclosed that this report was 
not published at the time. 

The matter of the duplicate warrants was 
gone into at length during this afternoon's 
hearing. Some of these warrants were in- 
dorsed by Rathbone, while others were in- 
dorsed by Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
Genera! Bristow. Rathbone explained that 
if these warrants had been properly record- 
ed by the Auditor, this action would have 
kept the accounts straight. 


LARGE DAMAGES FOR DEATH. 


Pennsylvania Widow Secures Verdict 
of 815.500 for Loss of Husband. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Jan. 14.—In 
Tudge Davis's Court of Common Pleas 
No. 5 to-day the jury in the case of Kate 
R. Boulden against the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road rendered a verdict in favor of the 

plaintiff for $15,500 damages. 
She ‘sued for $35,000 for the loss of her 
husband, who- was killed in the wreck of 


the Nellie Bly Express at Bordentown, N. 
J., on Feb. 21, 1901. The railroad’s attor- 
neys brought up the fact that Frank R. 
Boulden, the man who was killed, was 
riding on a pass at the time of the wreck, 
but the int Was not pressed, the Supreme 
Court of this State having decided that a 
person riding on a pass can recover dam- 
ages as though he had paid his fare. 

This was the first verdict resulting from 
the wreck of the Nellie Bly express. Many 
witnesses were cailed. Boulden was a clerk 
in one of the company’s offices at Morris- 
ville, N. J., having a pass he used in going 
to and from his home in White Hil! 

Judge Davis told the jury they 
eliminate the measure of punitive damages, 
as the uncontradicted testimony was that 
the wreck was caused by the disobedience 
of the conductor or engineer, or both, in 
pulling off the siding before the proper 
time. The widow, he added, was entitled 
to what the law calls compensatory dam- 
ages, and it was for them to determine the 
amount of those to be awarded.

G. H. PHILLIPS IN TROUBLE 


Embarrassment of Grain Operator 
Depressed the Market. 


His Attorney Says Mr. Phillips Has 
Been Practically “ Wiped Off the 
Financial Slate.” 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—There was tumult 
to-Gay in the grain pits. For a time a 
panic of depression threatened everything. 
All other news was subordinated to the 
failure of George H. Phillips to advance 
margins on his deals and the consequent 
unloading of many million bushels of 
cereals on the already weakening markets. 
After the early wide and rapid fluctuations 
and a heavily short market had absorbed 
the Phillips stuff to the profit of many a 
bear, the markets quieted and gradually 
came under usual influences. The close 
was much better than had been expected. 
May wheat suffered a net loss of half a 
cent, May corn %@% cent, May oats 14@%% 


4 
cent, and May rye 3 cents. Provisions 


closed independent, 10@12% cents to 15@17'% 
cents higher. 

When just before the opening of the 
board the notice was posted at the request 
of Phillips that houses having open deals 
with him close them out at once, traders 
became badly frightened. Late last night 


it was known that Phillips was in a tight 
pinch to make good his margins because 
of the small raid on his rye deals made 
yesterday, bears in the wheat pit began 
augmenting the size of the load of long 
wheat which rumor credited him with. 
Bulls who had been wavering for the past 
few days became frightened, and the re- 
sult was that when the starting gong 
sounded May wheat was selling 1 cent to 
145@15% cents down, at 80% to 80 cents. 
Such prices were bargains to the heavily 
short bear crowd, and everywhere cover- 
ing was the feature. But liquidation both 
by longs and the Phillips houses kept up 
at a tremendous rate. The Phillips stuff 
was estimated at five and a half millions— 
all of which was put out almost at the 
very start of the market. The large extent 
of the short accounts is credited with hav- 
ing saved the market from a panic. Cover- 
ing and some late bull support put the 
price for May vp again to 81%, but the 
effect of the failure was still felt, and the 
market sagged again to 80%. By the noon 
heur the usual conditions began to have 
their effect and the market quieted down. 

A heavy call for extra margins is said 
to have been the cause of the posting of 
the Phillips notice. The call was made yes- 
terday afternoon, and Phillips and his staff 
worked all night over the firm’s books. 
The trouble is said to have been due to a 
314 cent break in rye yesterday. Phillips 
is credited with holding a line of 1,500,000 
bushels of this cereal, mostly tn May options 
The break yesterday was caused by a 
sale of only 50,000 bushels. Phillips is said 
to have on his books also from 4,000,000 to 
5,000,000 bushels of May wheat and about 
3,000,000 bushels of May corn. 

Phillips opened negotiations with elevator 
men before the opening of the board, in 
an endeavor to dispose of his rye outside 
the pit. The negotiations fell through, and 
May rye. which closed yesterday at 66%, 
cents, opened with sales from 61 to 6) cents. 
The whole Phillips line was dumped into 
the market. Brokers acting for Armour & 
Co., however, bought nearly all of it, and 

} the market in consequence rallied sharply 
to 65 cents. 

H. Hulbert, Phillips’s office manager, de- 
clared that it was the suddenness of the 
call for the extra 10 per cent. margins 
which had embarrassed Mr. Phillips. He 

; stated that Philllps had traded but little 
on his own account, the grain for the most 
part belonging to customers. 

Later, Jacob Ringer, attorney for Mr. 
Phillips, gave out a statement saying that 
his client had been practically *‘ wiped off 
the financial slate.’ “He is ‘ broke.’ ”’ 
said Mr. Ringer. ‘‘ Men whom he worsted 
in former deals went after him end they 
‘got’ him.”’ Mr. Phillips gave out a state- 
ment, in part as follows: 

“The amount involved in my trouble of 
to-day is about $60,000. My customers had 
their trades well margined, and if the 
trades closed out to-day bring a fair price 
I can meet all my obligations. I was 
‘long’ about 1,200,000 rye, 5,000,000 wheat, 
and 600,000 corn and oats. Saturday a 
member of the board interested in breaking 
the rye market, sent notices calling for 
an extra margin of 10 per cent. on rye. 
This naturally caused selling orders Mon- 
day, and the representative of the member 
mentioned, finding the market bare of or- 
ders, forced the market down 3 cents. This 
was done in a moment, and the news, 
flashed all over the country, caused con- 
sternation among holders of rye contracts, 
many of whom sold on a weak market. 
A decline of 1 cent in wheat, couvled with 
rumors reflecting on my strength, resulted 
in unusually heavy calis for margins. I 
was for the moment unprepared, and the 
only alternative left was to close out. I 
have no excuses to offer and no complaints 
to make.” 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 14.—The failure of Phil- 
lips caused a sympathetic decline all along 
the line here. May wheat went off Ic.. 
May corn %c.. and oats about '4c. compared 
with last night’s closing. Considerable long 
wheat and corn were forced out on stop or- 
ders and orders to cover margins, but the 
buying on the decline was good, and all 
the markets rallied, but closed slightly

THE PERSONAL TAX LEVY 


Assessments for the Year 1902 
Now Ready for Inspection. 


“ Swearing Off” Process Will Begin at 
Once and Continue Until March 31— 
Some of the Large Taxpayers. 


The personal tax assessments for 1902 
are now open to inspection, and the 
“ swearing off" process will start at once 
and continue until the books close on 
March 31. The assessments levied this 
year represent the work of the old Tax 
Commissioners, and several billions of per- 
sonal assessments on residents, non-resi- 
dents, resident corporations, and non-resi- 
dent corporations have been placed on the 
books. The “ swearing off’’ process usual- 
ly eliminates from the rolls billions of as- 
sessments on corporations. The statement 
was made yesterday at the Tax Depart- 
ment that an extra effort would be made 
this year to enforce the personal tax laws, 
and to prevent as far as possible the reduc- 
tion ef assessments by people who have 
more personal property than the assess- 
ments represent. The following is a list 
of a number of the assessments for 1902, 
taken from the official books of the Tax 
Department:

PLANS MADE FOR MOTOR RUNS. 


Automobile Club Will Hold a Mile Rec- 
ord and 100-Mile Run in May—Lec- 
ture on Foreign Tours. 


Plans for coming: races and runs were 
made yesterday by the Board of Governors 
of the Automobile Club of America. It 
was decided to hold a one hundred mile 
run, without stop, on Decoration Day, May 
20. The start will be made from the club- 
house, at Fifth Avenue and Fifty-eighth 
Street, and the run will be fifty miles out 


and back. The route has not been select- 
ed, but a committee is now at work on 
details, and hoves to make an early an- 
nouncement.

Mr. Zimmermann, 
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however, is the Faver- 
sham of the Irving Place Theatre. a **‘ mat- 
inée idol,"” much admired by the female 
portion of the German theatre's patrons, 
and if his acting is not any better than 
that of his English contemporary’s his pop- 
ularity, at least, is not any less. Conse- 
quently he was overwhelmed with the floral 
gifts of misguided, if sincere, admirers. He, 
however, who looks more to art than to 
the mere physical beauty of the actor— 
especially as it appears in the costume of 
the sixteenth century—can only regret that 
Mr. Zimmermann did not choose some 
other vocation.

Miss Howe’s numbers were the 
familiar ‘‘ Deh, vieni,’’ from Mozart's ‘‘ Le 
Nozze di Figaro"; Spohr’s “The Rose,” 
Adam's variations for voice and flute on a 
theme by Mozart, (with the aid here of 
Eugene Weiner, flutist;) Cowen’'s Birth- 
day’ and *“*At the Mid Hour of Night.” 
Kjerulf’s “Synnoves Lied,” Massenet’s 
‘‘ Twilight "' and *“‘ Ah fors de lui,” from 
Verdi's ‘.La Traviata.”” Miss Linn and 
Mr. Schulz opened the concert with a move- 
ment trom a sonata by Beethoven, and 
each afterward had solo numbers. Miss 
Lin's were Moszwokski'’s ‘“ Friihlingsliu- 
ten,”’ ‘“*‘ Ungeduld,” and an allegro from a 
suite, while Mr. Schulz’s were a_ sara- 
bande, unaccompanied, from a Bach so- 
nata, and a rondo by Dvorak. It may be 
said that Miss Linn played all the notes 
set down for her, and that was all. Mr. 
Schuilz's excellent art is well known. 

Miss Howe was a familiar figure on the 
concert platform a decade ago, and some- 
what later. In recent years she has been 
in Europe, whence that telescope of news, 
the cable, has afforded magnified glimpses 
of her doings. It cannot be said that she 
hus changed for the better. She was in 
former days the possessor of a light, high 
sprano voice of crystalline clarity and 
glacial tint. She was the mistress of a 
very facile execution, and her ornamental 
singing was muh praised: She has most of 
the execution still and the upper part of 
the voice.

James J. Hill is 
Director in the Chase National, and 
James A. Blair was a Director of the 
National Bank of the Republic, which was 
liquidated by the First National some time 
John J. Mitchell is President of the 
silinois Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago, 
stockholders in which institution have just 
acquired a controlling interest in the Con- 
tinental Trust Company of New York. 

As evidence of the close relationship be- 
tween the First National and the Chase 
National, George F. Baker was clected to 
the directorate of the Chase National Bank.

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MILLER MUST GO 10 JAIL 


Court of Appeals Decides Against 
Franklin Syndicate Man. 


Order of the Appellate Division for New 
Trial Reversed, cn Ground that 
Larceny Was Proven. 


ALBANY, Jan. 14.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day reversed the order of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, Second De- 
partment, granting a new trial to Willlam 


| F. Miller, of the Franklin Syndicate, and 


has affirmed the judgment of the Trial 
Court convicting him of larceny. 

William F. Miller was convicted of grand 
larceny by a jury in the Borough of Brook- 
lyn. He was charged with defrauding de- 
positors who placed their money in the 
Franklin Syndicate, of which he was the 
head, and which agreed to pay 520 per 
cent. per year on all deposits. He was 
sentenced to prison for ten years. The 
Appellate Division granted a new trial, but 
the Court of Appeals holds that his first 
trial was a fair one. 

The opinion was written by Judge 
O’Brien, and all eoncur. It says that inas- 
much as the Appellate Division reversed the 
judgment of the Trial Court on questions 
of law, the Court of Appeals had merely to 
determine whether there really was suffi- 
cient legal evidence of grand larceny sub- 
mitted at the first trial. 

In considering this aspect of the case, the 
Court of Appeals in its decision, says: 

“The evidence at the trial to prove the 
offense charged took a wide range and 
covered a broad field of inquiry, and al- 
though it related to only about eight 
months of the defendant's career, there is 
little, if any, dispute about the facts. They 
are stated very fully and fairly in the two 
opinions rendered in the court below, and, 
therefore, a mere general outline of the de- 
fendant’s transactions will be quite suffi- 


— here for all the purposes of this ap- 
peal. 

‘The defendant's first appearance before 
the public was as a member of a prominent 
church in Brooklyn, in the work of which 
he seems to have taken an active part, 
since he was at one time the President of 
the Christian Endeavor Society. His stand- 
ing in the church gave him the opportunity 
to form the acquaintance of the young men 
attending the Sunday School, with many of 
whom he was soon on intimate terms. 
Many of these young men became his first 
victims or customers in a financial scheme 
which he had formed in order to appro- 
priate to himself the money of the credu- 
lous and unwary.” 

Miller's well-known mode of operations 
is then outlined, and the Justices continue 
as follows: 

“The jury were authorized to find and 
by their verdict have found that the com- 
plainant in this particular case did not in- 
tend to part with the title or the possession 
of the money, but merely to give the de- 
fendant the custody of it for the purposes 
specified. It was competent for them to 
find that the complainant did not intend 
to part with her title to the money to the 
defendant, and while she may have in- 
tended that he could give title to it to some 
third person, in order to engage in specu- 
lation, yet as nothing of that kind actually 
happened, or was intended on the part of 
the defendant, that consideration is of no 
importance. 

“The real question is whether upon any 
view of the evidence which the jury was 
authorized to take the defendant could be 
convicted of larceny, as that offense. was 
known at common law. If so, then the 
verdict should be sustained. 

“The manner in which the defendant 
obtained possession of the money was 
none the less a fraudulent device, trick, or 
artifice because his operations were con- 
ducted upon a large scale and assumed 
some of the forms of business. It was 
plainly intended from the beginning and 
at every stage of the defendant's opera- 
tions to get possession of the money of 
others by means of fraudulent devices, and 
then appropriate it to his own use. This 
was larceny at common law, and is still 
larceny under the Penal Code. 

“The offense which the defendant was 
guilty of was larceny rather than false 
pretenses or embezzlement, since he pro- 
cured the money by operating upon the 
minds of depositors by promises of large 
profits as a fraudulent device to get pos- 
session of the money, and there was no 
agency, bailment, or trust to give any 
color of right to his original possession. 
Moreover, the same act may sometimes 


| amount to larceny at common law and em- 


| 
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bezzlement under the statute, and when it 
does the offender may be prosecuted upon 
either charge, at the option of the People, 
when the two offenses are of the same 
grade and do not require a different meas- 
ure of punishment. We are therefore of 
the opinion that the evidence was suffi- 
cient to submit to the jury on the charge 
of larceny and that it sustains the verdict. 

“The evidence in the case really per- 
mitted but one inference as to the defend- 
ant’'s purpose, and that was that he in- 
tended to appropriate the money at the 
time he received it, and whatever inten- 
tion is imputable to him must necessarily 
have existed at the time that the money 
was delivered to him. The jury could not 
have found upon the evidence that he then 
received it innocently or rightfully, and 
that during the seven or eight days ti.ut 
followed, preceding the collapse, formed 
for the first time the intention of convert- 
ing it to his own use. There was nothing 
in the proof to authorize the jury to find 
that the intent to steal was formed subse- 
quent to the receipt of the money. Mani- 
festly, he entertained that purpose at the 
time that the money was delivered to 
him, or he never entertained it. Moreover, 
the exceptions referred to, we think, come 
fairly within the scope of Section 542 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, which re- 
quires the court to give judgment without 
regard to technical errors or defects, or 
exceptions which do not affect the sub- 
stantial rights of the parties. Our con- 
clusion, therefore, is that the order of the 
Appellate Division should be reversed and 
the judgment of conviction affirmed.” 


POLICEMAN A MURDERER. 


Breaks Into a House, Kills His Wife, 
and Seriously Wounds His 


Mother-in-Law. 

While in a frenzy of rage, aga result of 
heavy drinking and brooding over family 
troubles, William H. Ennis, a policeman 
attached to the Adams Street Station, 
Brooklyn, early yesterday morning broke 
into the hime of Mrs. Alice Gorman, his 
mother-in-law, in Canarsie, wounded her 
seriously with a bullet from his revolver, 
and then shot and killed his wife, who was 
living there. 

He then rushed from the house and ran 
along the railroad tracks to East New 
York, two miles distant, where he was 
found asleep in a room in a hotel by the 
police several hours later. 

The shooting wus the outcome of trouble 
between the policeman and his wife, Mary 
A. Ennis, who was twenty-three .years old. 
Ennis, who is thirty-one years old, has been 
a member of the police force since 1893. 
He formerly lived with his wife in a house 
on the Flatlands Road. They did net get 
along well together and she went to live 
with her mother, Mrs. Alice Gorman, at the 


latter’s residence, on Rockaway Avenue, 
Canarsie, taking with her her four-months- 
old son. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Ennis had her hus- 
band in court on a charge of non-support, 
and he was ordered to pay her a weekly 
stipend. At that time Ennis declared that 
he would “rot in jail’’ before he would 
pay his wife any money unless she left her 
mother’s house and returned to live with 
him. He claimed that his mother-in-law 
had poisoned his wife's mind against him. 

Barly on Saturday morning he reported 
sick at the Adams Street Station and was 
excused from duty. It was learned that 
he came to Manhattan and in the evenin 
was arrested at Forty-second Street an 
First Avenue for intoxication and disor- 
derly conduct, but at the East Thirty-fifth 
Street Station was allowed to g0 when it 
was found that he was a policeman. 

Mrs. Gorman, who was taken to St. 
Mary's Hospital, denied that she was in 
any way responsible for the trouble be- 
tween her daughter and BEnnis. She said 
that Mrs. Ennis had been aroused by her 
screams and the report of the revolver, 
and was getting out of bed when the 
liceman reached her. She begged him to 
spare her life, but he paid no heed. Then |

lie, on the Clyde, {is to build Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s next challenger for the America's 
Cup. At a conference just held between 
Sir Thomas and his advisers definite ar- 
rangements were mado for the construction 
of the Shamrock III. and an order for the 
new yacht was given to and accepted by 
Mr. Fife. In view of the probability of a 
big revival of British yachting and the fact 
that designing and superintendink a cup 
challenger’ necessitate constant work for at 
least a year, Mr. Fife was somewhat disin- 
clined to accept the big job. But Sir Thom- 
as found means of overcoming his objec- 
tions. George L. Watson has promised to 
assist Mr. Fife in every way by handing 
over to him the details of the construction 
of the Shamrock II. anu all the calcula- 
tions and details of the tank experiments 


made at the Dennys’s yard. With these 
and the experience gained with the Sham- 
rock I, Mr. Fife starts with a distinct ad- 
vantage over his first efforts. 

In a recent conversation with a friend Mr. 
Watson indicated that he still belleved the 
Columbia's victory over the Shamrock II. 
was largely due to luck, and that he be- 
lieved the Shamrock II. was quite Colum- 
bia’s equal. 

Mr. Fife is already collecting material 
and will commence designing the Shamrock 
III. so soon as the boats now on hand for 
the next British yachting season are fairly 
started, which, probably, will be at_the 
end of this month. The Shamrock III, is 
to be ready early in the Spring of 1903. 


Local yachtsmen generally expressed no 
surprise at the report that a third Sham- 
rock has been ordered, as they have gen- 
erally expected that Sir Thomas Lipton 
would make a third trial for the America’s 
Cup, and that only the clause in the rules 
forbidding a second challenge with a de- 
feated boat until after the lapse of a year 
has prevented another race during the com- 
ing season with Shamrock II. 

The report lacks Sir Thomas Lipton's 
confirmation, but, if correct, it will have an 
immediate and considerable effect upon 
yachting conditions in this country during 
the coming season. First of all, it will 
insure the racing of the ninety-footers this 
year, which heretofore has been in doubt. 

he question whether the Constitution in 
her second season of racing will be an 
improvement upon the Columbia is yet to 
be seen, and can only be determined by a 
season's racing, while of even greater im- 
portance is the question whether either of 
these two boats can be intrusted with the 
defense of the cup in 1908. It is also the 
opinion of local yachtsmen generally that 
such is not the case, and that a new de- 
fender for the cup will have to be built 
next year. 

Local yachtsmen are also of the opinion 
that Sir Thomas Lipton’s chances of suc- 
cess on his third trial will be much better 
than ever before, and that it will not be 
surprising if he should succeed in lifting 
the cup. While it is expected that the Con- 
stitution, if raced this year, will show a 
decided improvement over her form of last 
season, it is considered doubtful if she will 
prove better than the Columbia, and the 
latter boat is not enough better than Sham- 
rock II. to warrant being pitted against 
Shamrock III. 

In both the first and the third races last 
year it is claimed that the Shamrock II. 
might have won had Capt. Sycamore had 
the knowledge and experience of local wind 
and water conditions that the Columbia's 
skipper possessed. The defender next year 
is not likely to have this disadvantage, as 
the Shamrock III. will undoubtedly. arrive 
in good time for her eres to become 
thoroughly acquainted with conditions off 
the Hook. 

It is also thought likely that if, as re- 

orted, Fife will have the co-operation of 

Watson in the designing of the new Sham- 
rock, he will be able to improve upon Sham- 
rock II., and in view of the very siight mar- 
gin by which the latter was defeated, any 
improvement upon her would be a very se- 
rious matter from the American standpoint. 

Of course, Herreshoff will again be prac- 
tically the sole reliance of the defense, and 
the recent report that the Bristo] designer 
is already planning a new ninety-lfooter 
assumes additional importance in the light 
of the report from across the sea. Whether 
he has reached his limit of production, as 
the failure of Constitution last season was 
taken to show, or whether it was merely 
a break in the series of successes which 
cart be renewed another year, is yet to be 
seen. If Herreshoff_fails to improve upon 
the Columbia, and Fife succeeds in_better- 
ing the Shamrock II., Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
persistency seems likely to be rewarded. 


MENACE OF INSTITUTIONALISM. 


Bishop Potter Protests Against Surren- 


dering Care of Sick and Insane to 
Public Institutiogs. 


Bishop Henry C. Potter spoke before the 
graduate students of Columbia University 
last night in Schermerhorn Hall, on ‘ In- 
stitutionalism, the Great Menace of Mod- 
ern Civilization.’’ He said in part: 

“‘Social betterment as it grows depends 
largely on our needs. The first step is 
physical and consists in making a road. 
From this arises human intercourse and 
commerce. A community upon being asked 


what it wanted most would answer, * Good 
water, good roads, goed ligut, good police, 
and the like. 

“Our danger, however, is not in our 
physical needs, but in the social corruption 
and degradation and despair, out of which 
comes ruin, which are often behind all 
these physical wants. 

“Take the institution of charity. I have 
heard that there are 4,000 insane patients 
on the Island, and there is no evidence 
that the men and women herded there have 
been visited by anybody in four years, ex- 
cept by State Commissions. Alienists say 
‘hat the treatment of an unbalanced mind 
depends, at certain moments, on touch and 
voice and sympathetic discipline. We, 
many of us, have the privilege of private 
lustitutions, but consider the condition of 
the ward of the State. The vast numbers 
make it impossible for everybody to receive 
individual attention. The menace of our 
modern life is In institutionalism, the dis- 
position to surrender the care of the sick, 
the insane, and the maimed to public in- 
stitutions. The personal supervision, so 
necessary, is lacking, owing to the large 
numbers. A little mothering is what is 
wanted. 

‘““We are apt to classify our forms of 
misery—to send the sick wage earner to the 
hospital, the mother who is inca acitated 
or shamed to the asylum, the child to the 
home of orphans, and then go ourselves to 
the theatre and think we have done our 
duty. Think how many people to-night 
have got something that would not cost 
them a penny to put in other lives and 
make them richer. 

‘In former years there used to be pri- 
vate art alleries like those of Mr. 
Astor and r. Belmont and others that 
were opened to the public once a week. 
These have perished in New York. It now 
seems to be a question of ‘ Don't soil my 
carpet,’ or ‘Go to the public museum.’ But 
the opening of the door of a man's pri- 
vate house has its sacramental qualities 
which must not be forgotten. We have 
taken another step toward institutional- 


sm. 

‘Por fifteen years I was rector of Grace 
Church. Grace Church was all right as far 
as society was concerned. I talked to peo~ 
ple of decayed fortunes. who were living 
on a constantly attenuating income. Our 
duty is to bring some ray of sunshine into 
such lives. The world is not waiting for 
regeneration by machinery, but for re- 
generation by love. We must personally 
touch the irritant classes with love. Over 
against the steady growth of refinement 
and ease and comfort we must learn that 
society has a cjaim on all of us.”

Percy-Gray Act Declared Consti- | 


tutional by Judge Lacombe. 


Counsel for Charles Bennett, Indicted 
Poolroom Employe, Say They 
Will Appeal. 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States 
Cireuit Court, yesterday handed down a 
decision upholding thé constitutionality of 
the Percy-Gray racing law of this State, 
the effect of which was to permit bets to 
be made at the race track, while they may 
not be made in poolrooms. 

This opinion was given in denial of the 
petition for a removal to the Federal 
courts of the case of Charles Bennett, an 
ex-employe of ‘‘ The” Allen, and the case 
is sent back by Judge Lacombe to the 
Court of General Sessions for trial, Coun- 
sel for Bennett say that an appeal from

Judge Lacombe'’s decision will be taken to 


the United States Supreme Court. 

Bennett was indicted by the April Grand 
Jury last year for an alleged violation of 
the law governing betting on horse races 
after a poolroom raid. The formal charge 
was that he handled bets for other people 


and not at-a race track. The case was 
taken to thé’ Federal courts, and John R. 
Dos Passos argued the case before Judge 
Lacombe. He contended that a law which 
permitted and legalized acts in some one 
particular place and made it a misde- 
meanor in another was necessarily uncon- 
stitutional and deprived a man of the rights 
guaranteed him under t Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

Judge Lacombe reviewed the provisions 
of the New York laws that the keeping and 
occupying a room for the purpose of re- 
cording and registering bets upon the re- 
sults of horse races andthe exhibition and 
employment of devices and apparatus for 
that purpege not upon any race course, as 

rovided in the racing law, are declared to 

e felonies,and punishable by imprison- 
ment in a State prison. The racing law 
provides that any person who, upon certain 
race courses authorized by the act, shall 
make or record any bet or wager shall be 
Mable in a’ civil action for the amount of 
the wager, but shall not be liable criminal- 
ly, provided he does not exchange, deliver, 
or transfer any record or memorandum 
taken as evidence of the bet or wager. 

Judge Lacombe held that the State may 
differentiate crimes and punishment as it 
pleases, so long as this differentiation is 
not an effort more or less disguised to 
discriminate against a class of persons by 
reason of their race, color, or some other 
individual distinction. 

“It seems preposterous,” the Judge said, 
“to hold that the Fourteenth Amendment 
excludes a State from making the com- 
mission of some. particular act a crime if 
committed on the streets of a crowded city, 
in a church, or a public building, or on 
navigable waters, or on the seashore, or at 
night, and no offense if committed in 
some sparsely settled rural district, in the 
open country, or on non-navigable waters, 
or in the mountains, or by daylight. But 
legislation which in carrying out a public 
purpose is limited tn its application, if 
within the sphere of its operation it af- 
fects all pergane similarly situated, is not 
within the amendment, - which provitee 
that in the administration of criminal jus- 
tice no different or higher punishment 
shouid be imposed upon one than such as 
is prescribed for al for,like offenses.”

Mr. Bacon bases the position of his or- 
ganization upon the doctrine that the rail- 
roads are performing a Governmental func- 
tion, and therefore should perform it in the 
same manner as if performed by the Goy- 
ernment itself. While this theory may ar- 
gue the Government's right to regulate, it 
Goes not prove the extent of proper regula- 
tion. If the regulation be as far reaching 
as the theory it would follow that the Gav- 
ernment should confer upon the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission the power to regu- 
late the number, character, speed, and 
stops of trains, and direct every other de- 
tail of railroad management. 

Mr. Bacon and Mr. Higbie bot} advance 
the claim that giving the commission the 
power to make rates simply gives it the 


power Congress originally intended it to 
have. This is not the fact. The debates 
incident to the passage of the Inter-State 
Commerce act show that Congress did not 
intend the commission to have the power 
to make rates and would not have passed 
a bill giving it that power. 

It seems unprofitable, however, to con- 
duct a merely academic discussion as to 
the rights of regulation possessed by the 
Government, or as to what some previous 
Congress intended. The practical question 
is—What shall be done now? We all ad- 
mit that tariff rates should be mafntained, 
and should not be unreasonably high or un- 
justly discriminatory. Both of these gen- 
tlemen virtually concede that this rate- 
making power has absolutely no tendency 
to secure the maintenance of tariff rates, 
They do not deny my claims that the ex- 
ercise of the power would be limited only 
by the commission's discretion, and prac- 
tically free from substantial judicial con- 
trol except in cases of confiscation. The 
question is—What is the necessity for cre- 
ating so extensive and dangerous a power 
over 200,000 miles of railroad? 

I insist that the law as it now stands is 
entirely adequate to correct any tariff rate 
which may be unreasonably high or un- 
justly discriminatory. If, as suggested by 
Mr. Bacon, rates were increased 21 per 
cent. by a revised freight classification 
two years ago, that situation was undoubt- 
edly susceptible of correction by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, if the rates 
thereby fixed were unreasonably high, [rf, 
as stated by Mr. Higbie, a general freight 
agent, admitting that his local rates are 
too. high, refuses to reduce them because 
his road will get the traffic anyhow, that 
condition can be substantialiy corrected 
under the present law. There is an abso- 
lute failure to demonstrate the contrary. 
It is therefore unjustifiable to give the 
commission practically absolute rate-mak- 
ing authority over 200,000 miles of railroad, 
when the only evil which could possibly be 
corrected thereby can be adequately cor- 
rected under the present law, and especially 
when it is an entirely different evil, i. e., 
secret rate cutting. that is the source of 
practically all the discontent. 

The present act has not, as suggested by 


: 


these gentlemen, been rendered Ineffective 
by the decisions of the courts. The courts 
have simply construed the law according 
to its plain and natural meaning and pur- 
pose. They have not impaired a single 
power of the commission, and the commis- 
sion now has ample power to correct sub- 
stantially any tariff rates which may be 
unreasonably high or unjustly discrimina- 
tory.

SULZER PLAN CRITICISED. 


Jo the Editor of The New York Times: 

I venture to suggest a criticism of Mr. 
Sulzer’s plan for putting the Treasury sur- 
plus in circulation, favorably commented 
on by your paper. Its advantages over 
the present method of depositing United 
States funds in selected banks without 
interest and then buying United States 
bonds at exorbitant prices from the same 
banks, are obvious. The defect in the 
plan is the low rate of interest proposed. 
When money will not command more than 
2 per cent., there fs practically no demand 
for it, except for speculation in Wall 
Street, and the propriety of the Govern- 
ment aiding in the promotion of such spec- 
ulation is questionable. 

Under any plan involving payment of 
interest. the surplus would remain in the 
Treasury while the money supply is ample, 
and would be called for only when the 
demand for it is so great as to command 
from 4 to 6 per cent., and retained only 
so long as that demand continued. As the 
surplus would, in actual experience, be 
taken by the banks only during periods of 
a scarcity of currency, the Treasury ought 
to have the benefit of the rates obtainable 
at such times. 

Any other plan tends to defeat its own 
object by promoting a plethora in flush 
times, and having no_ reserve against 
stringency.

VICTORIA, B. C., Jan. 14.—Grave appre- 
hension is felt among naval officers at Es- 
quimault over failure of H. B. M. ship 
Condor, of the vessels of the North 
Pacific Squadron, arrive at Honolulu, 
for which port she sailed Dec. On Sat- 
urday word was received from the British 
Consul at the Hawaiian capital that the 
vessel, then considerably overdue at Hono- 
lulu, had not arrived. 

She left Esquimault on the night of Dee, 
2 in company with the flagship Warspite, 
which quitted Condor outside of Cape Flat- 
tery, and bore to the south, with Condor 
holding on her course to the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

On the following night, that of the third, 
the most terrific storm felt here for twenty- 
five years raged along the coast, carrying 
devastation in its track, especially at sea. 
She was low amidships, and high fore and 
aft. and thus unfitted to meet big seas, 
which would sweep her decks. 

The Warspite in this gale had a terrible 
experience. A letter has just been received 


York Times. 
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from one of the crew, Indicating that at.one 
lime she was hardly expected to weather 
the gale. Not only was she pitching badly, 
but her decks were awash, and one of the 
nine-pounders was wrenched from its 
mcuntings and rolled about the deck, add- 
ing to the already difficult task of the blue 
jackets If this was the plight of the War- 
spite, much more so must have been that of 
the Condor, which is merely a sloop of war. 

When she left here with her 120 men she 
had ample supplies of coal, and even had 
she been obliged to resort to canvas should 
long ere this have reached Honolulu, as 
the passage from Victoria to Honolulu is 
frequently made in twenty days by sailing, 
ships. The Condor is serving her first 
commission, being a brand new vessel of 
the same type as the Shearwater.

A NEW APPOINTMENT — 
FOR OSCAR S. STRAUS. 


He Succeeds the Late ex-President Har- 
rison as a Member of The Hague 
Arbitration Tribunal. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 14.—Oscar 8. Straus 
of New York, ex-United States Minister to 
Turkey, was to-day appointed a permanent 
member of the Committee of Arbitration 

at The Hague. 

The appointment to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of ex-President Har- 
rison.

Oscar 8. Straus already enjoys the dis- 
tinction of having been appointed to an 
office of high rank—that of Minister to 
Turkey—by two Presidents, one of whom 
was of a political faith opposed to that 
of the appointee. While never aggressive- 
ly associated with either of the great po- 
litical parties in the strictly partisan sense 
of the word, he has been a lifelong Demo- 
erat, and as far back as 1882 was a member 
of the committee which brought about the 
nomination of William R. Grace for Mayor 
of New York. He acted as Secretary of 
the Cleveland and Hendricks Democratic 
Club, which contributed so largely to the 
success of the Democratic National ticket 
in 1884. 

Mr. Straus was appointed by Mr. Cleve- 
land Minister to Turkey in 188% His re- 
turn to Constgntinople under a commission 
signed by President McKinley was consid- 
ered at the time an unparalleled tribute to 
his merits. At the time of his arrival at 
Constantinople as Minister for the second 
time, the Vienna correspondent of The Lon- 
don Times said of him: “‘ Mr. Straus has 
probably the most extensive knowledge of 
al!

GERMAN ANTI-AMERICAN PLAN. 

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—Baron Heyl zu Herrns- 
heim (National Liberal) proposed an amend- 
ment to the Tariff bill in committee to-day 
which was aimed at the United States. 

The Government is authorized, according 
to the amendment, to apply to imports 
from any foreign State such regulations 
respecting the consular authentication of 
invoices, the declaration of their market 
value and the cost of their production, as 
may be enforced against German exports. 

The language of the amendment is fash- 
ioned after the American law, and is re- 
garded by the committee as undoubtedly 
designed to offset the customs require- 
ments of the United States and satisfy the 
long-standing complaints of German manu- 
facturers. This amendment has not yet 
been discussed, but inquiry of some mem- 
bers of the committee has elicited state- 
ments which indicate that it is more than 
likely that it will be adoped. 

The committee had a tempestuous ses- 
sion to-day. The supporters of the bill 
put in practice a new set of rules which 
enable the majority to close the debate 
and so defeat the tactics of delay of their 
opponents. The latter, however, when they 
found violent vocal protests unavailing, 
began to introduce slightly varied wordings 
in amendments. Among the _ resolutions 
proposed was one appointing a Government 
commission to study the effects of tariffs 
in promoting syndicates and trusts. 

Another resolution empowered the Gov- 
ernment to suspend duties when any pro- 
tected article producd in Germany was sold 
for less abroad than at home. Herr Fisch- 
beck (Radical Association) told the com- 
mittee that German wiremakers were sell- 
ing their products at 25 marks per metric 
hundredweight at home and 14 marks per 
metric abroad, and that bar iron and rolled 
iron were sold for 125 marks a ton at home 
and for 100 marks a ton abroad. 
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GEN. BOTHA NEARLY CAPTURED. 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—Lord Kitchener, in a 
dispatch from Johannesburg, dated Jan. 13, 
reports the narrow escape of. Commandant 
Genera! Botha from capture by Gen. Bruce 


Hamilton. 
Hearing of a concentration of Boers at 


Knapdaar, Gen. Hamilton went to the 
spot, only to find the Boers had reteived 
the alarm and that 400 of them were 
trekking, three miles distant. with Gen. 
Botha, in a cape cart, leading. Gen. Ham- 
ilton’s force chased the Boers for seven 
miles, until their horses gave out. They 
captured thirty-two Boers and quantities 
of ammunition and stock.

Kitchener’s weekly report. also dated Jo- 
hannesburg, Moncays. is the omission of 
all mention of De Wet, from which it is 
deduced that the British Commander in 
Chief is more than usually hopeful of ef- 
fective results from his present effort to 
surround De Wet.

JOHN HOWARD BRYANT DEAD. 
Brother of William Cullen Bryant and 
Friend of Lincoln. 

Special to The New York Times. 
PRINCETON, TIL, Jan. 14.—John Howard 
Bryant, the only remaining brother of 
William Cullen Bryant, and himself a poet, 
politician, and business man of more than 
State reputation, died at his home in this 
city to-day at the advanced age of ninety- 

four years. 

Mr. Bryant was active in politics during 
the abolition days and upon the organiza- 
tion of the Republican Party was a dele- 
to the convention at which Gen. 
Fremont was nominated. Four years later 
he was a delegate to the convention which 
nominated Abraham Lincoln. 

He was a close friend and of 
Lincoln. By the latter he was appointed 
Internal Revenue Collector at Peoria 

Mr. Bryant has been known as a writer 
of ‘“‘nature poems." He came here in 
1831, and has been a continuous resident 
ever since. Mr. Bryant was followed by 
three brothers, who became residents of 
this city and remained here the rest of 
their lives. William Cullen Bryant, al- 


though a frequent visitor here, was the 


only one of the brothers to continue his 


; permanent residence in the East.

John Howard Bryant, brother of Will- 
iam Cullen Bryant, the poet and_ editor, 
was born in Cummington, Mass., July 22 
1807. He studied at the Rensselaer Poly- 
technic Institute in Troy, N. Y., but was 
never graduated. 

He became Justice of the Peace for Put- 
nam County in 1834, and in 1837 was elected 
first Recorder of Deeds for the newly or- 
ganized Bureau County. é 

He was twice a member of the Illinois 
Legislature, frequently served on the Board 
of Supervisors, and was for fifteen years 
a member of the Board of Education, and 
most of the time its Chairman. 

Until his sixtieth year Mr. Bryant man- 
aged the farm on which he had lived, la- 
boring on it with his own hands for the 
greater part of the time. He was author of 
**Poems.’’ a small volume, (New York, 
1855:) ‘‘ Poems Written from Youth to Old 
Age,'’ 1824-1884, (printed privately, Prince- 
ton, Ill, 1885,) and of several addresses.

Cheshire County, N. H., seventy-eight 
years ago. For some time he was a teach- 
| er, and while acting as such was elected to 
the Legislature. He subsequently studied 
law, and in 1860 was admitted to the bar. 
His -military career began with the civil 
war, when he was commissioned Captain in 
the Second Regiment of New Hampshire 
Volunteers, which took part in the first 
battle of Bull Run. In October, 1861, he be- 
came a Lieutenant Colonel and was trans- 
ferred to the Sixth New Hampshire, of 
which he became Colonel in April of the 
following year. He took part in the battle 
of Camden, and his regiment, for gallantry 
displayed on that occasion, was permitted 
to inscribe upon its colors *‘ Camden, April 
19, 1862." He commanded the regiment in 
the second battle of Bull Run, and also at 
Antietam and Fredericksburg. 

In 1863 he was placed in command of the 
First Brigade, Second Division, Ninth 
Army Corps, and assisted Gen. Grant in his 
operations against Vicksburg and Gen. 
Sherman in his Mississippi campaign. In 
1864, on Grant's recommendation, he was 
commissioned a Brigadier General, and on 
June 16 of that year, in command of his 
own and Gen. Curtin’s brigade, carried the 
enemy's works in front of Petersburg and 
captured 1,000 prisoners. He was _ breveted 
a Major General in 1865 for gallant con- 
duct at the assault on ‘‘ Fort Hell,”’ and 
afterward participated in the capture of 
Lee. 

When he was mustered out in September 
he declined a commission’ in the regular 
army, and settled in Keene, N. H., where 
he afterward served in the State Legisla- 
ture, being for two years Speaker of the 
House.

Czar Speaks Kindly of America. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 14.—At the New 
Year's reception the Czar and Czarina took 
occasion to express to the United States 
Ambassador, Charlemagne Tower, the grati- 
fication which they felt at the reports of 
the good feeling in the United States 
toward Russia. Their Majesties said they 
wished the Americans to understand that 
the feeling was reciprocated both by them- 
selves and by the Russian people. The 
Cvar and Czarina inquired particularly con- 
cerning President Roosevelt, with whose 
‘career their conversation showed them to 
be perfectly familiar. They expressed the 
highest opinion of Mr. Roosevelt's charac- 
ter and achievements. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Azariah Smith.

BOSTON, Jan. 14.—Azariah Smith, for 
thirty-five years widely known in the book 
trade, died while riding into Boston this 
morning from his home in Brookline. Mr. 
Smith celebrated his sixty-ninth birthday 
last Sunday, and his brother, the Rey. Dr. 
Judson Smith, dined with him on that oc- 
casion. 

Azariah Smith was born at Middlefield, 
Mass., in 1833. He prepared for college at 
Williston Seminary, East Hampton, Mass., 


and at the age of elghteen entered New 
York Central College at McGrawville, N. 
Y., being graduated from that institution 
in 1855, ie was immediately appointed 
Professor of Greek at the college, and con- 
tinued this line of work until the Autumn 
of 1858. The next few years were passed 

Mifflin County, Penn., partly as in- 
structor in an academy and partly as 
Superintendent of the schools in the county. 
During the civil war he served in the 
Department of Military Telegraph, being 
stationed at Nashville, Tenn. 

In 1866 Mr. Smith came to Boston, as- 
sociating himself with the firm of Ticknor 
& Fields, book publishers and continuing 
with the succeeding firms of Fields, Os- 
good & Co., James R. Osgood & Co., Hough- 
a Osgood & Co., and Houghton, Mifflin 
ce Co.

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ATHLETICS AT COLUMBIA. 


College Second Crew Race May Not Be 
Rowed on the Harlem — Plans 
for Trophy Room. 

In response to Cornell's objection to row- 
ing the second 'Varsity crew race with Co- 
lumbia and Pennsylvania on the Harlem 
River on Memorial Day, Edward Hanlan, 
the Columbia rowing coach, has suggested 
that the race be held in Jamaica Bay or 
on the Hudson River from Fort Washing- 
ton Point to Spuyten Duyvil. The latter 
course he considers the better, as it is not 
half as wide as Cayuga Lake at Ithaca, 
where Cornell wants the race, and is as 
fair a course as could be asked. Excellent 
transportation facilities for the spectators, 
together with an observation train, as at 
Poughkeepsie, would be afforded. 

Hanlan contemplates an innovation this 
year in regard to the preliminary practice 
of the crew. He proposes to take the men 
to Jamaica Bay at about the same time 
they have hitherto started for Pough- 
keepsie. They will train there two weeks 
and then go to the Hudson River tewn for 
the remaining week of practice for the 
regatta. Hanlan believes that the sudden 
sharp change from the salt air to that of 
the inland will be very beneficial and likely 
to prevent any possibliity of staleness, 

Plans for the trophy room are now being 
finally arranged. The room itself will be 
in University Hall. Several glass cases 
will be set up, in one of which all the foot- 
balls ever used by the unfversity teams will 
be placed. The other cases will contain the 
baseballs, basket balls, lacrosse sticks, and 
similar relics. In the centre of the room 
will be a large glass case for the medals, 
cups, and other trophies. Banners and 
flags will be hung from the walls. All the 
photographs of former teams will be ar- 
rarged around the room. A record board 
will be erected on which the names and 
records of all university champions will be 
kept. The feature of the room will be the 
fcur-oared shell in which the '78 crew won 
the only success at Henley ever gained by 
an American crew. For other decorations 
fencing foils, masks, baseball bats, lacrosse 
sticks, hockey clubs, and golf clubs will be 
mounted. Columbia's track athletes will 
hold the first of the series of novice indoor 
games in the gymnasium this afternoon. 
The events will be forty-yard dash, two- 
lap race, eight-lap race, one-mile run, 
putting sixteen-pound shot, running high 
jump, and pole vault.

BASEBALL NOTES CALLED FOR. 


Young Agrees to Spaiding’s Request to 
Publish the Proceedings of the 
Recent Mecting. 

Owing to the conflicting statements that 
have recently been passing back and forth 
between the Spalding and the Freedman 
factions in the present baseball controversy 
over the discussion of the trust scheme, 
Mr. Spalding yesterday determined to show 
just what was done at the annual meeting 
last December. He therefore telegraphed 
to Nicholas Young, the former and per- 
haps the present President, asking him to 
publish in pamphlet form the stenographic 

notes of the meeting. 

This action was taken in view of Brush's 
recent positive statement that no discus- 
sion on the trust scheme took place during 
any meeting of the National League, while 
Spalding says it formed a large part of the 
talk during the first three days that the 
magnates were in session in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel. The news comes from Wash- 
ington that Mr. Young is willing to accede 
to the request of Spalding, and will have 
the notes printed at once.

Hereto- 
fore it has not been the practice of the 
President to have the reports of the League 
meeting printed.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The stock market yesterday was gen- 
erally heavy, and in some _ quarters, 
where greatest professional pressure was 
brought to bear, actually weak. A cut in 
the price of refined sugar; reports of 
further. secret cutting in copper; sugges- 
tions (officially pronounced absurd) of 
renewed trouble between the Harriman 
and Hill interests in Burlington; the 
rumor, subsequently officially denied, 
that the Erie Railroad contemplated a 
twenty-five-million-dollar bond issue, 
and the continued absence from the 
Street of James R. Keene—these were 
the principal factors used by the bears 
in depressing prices. How well they 
succeeded will appear from the list of 
net declines published elsewhere, which 
show losses of 2 points or more in such 
conspicuous shares as American Sugar, 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, Jersey Central, 
Northwest, Rock Island, Consolidated 
Gas, Erie second preferred, Great North- 
ern preferred, New York Central, and 
Nickel Plate, while losses of a point or 
more were scored by the Atchisons, Chi- 
cago and Alton, St. Paul, Union Pacific, 
Delaware and Hudson, Erie common, 
Erie first preferred, Illinois Central, 
Reading, Manhattan, and Metropolitan. 

Yet as a matter of fact no very great 
deal of liquidation was forced. What 
there was came from timid or weak} 
margined holders, while stop-loss orders 
accelerated the decline. That this is so 
will more clearly show when it is stated 
that the total dealings fell short of the 
700,000 mark and that but eighteen 
stocks showed a total of 10,000 shares or 
more each. The truth is that probably 
three-fourths of all the entire transac- 
tions originated on the floor of the Ex- 
change or in professional quarters and 
that the bulk of this selling was for the 
short account. That prices fell as they 
did was due not to real liquidation, but 
to the absence of the puhlic as buyers 
and to the inaction of some of the larger 
barking interests who scme time ago 
appeared as purchasers. The comment 
generally is that the market is all the 
better for the decline, in that it brings 
prices measurably nearer the level where 
they will prove attractive to the outsider. 
the first hour of trading yester- 
no life to the 
market, though prices were rather in- 
clined to go higher, the result of 
moderate purchases for London, some 
30,000. shares being taken for that ac- 
count. About 11 o’clocKk the announce- 
ment was made of the cut in sugar 
prices, while coincidently the report was 
circulated of a contemplated Erie bond 
issue. It was not possible to obtain 
denial of this latter report for several 
hours, and in the interim the bears ham- 
mered the stock. Later still, reports 
were put out of friction between the 
Harriman and Hill interests in regard to 
the control of Burlington, and, though 
such friction is denied, these reports 
tended further to depress the list. 

The close was generally heavy and lit- 
tle above the low for the day. 


NO ERIE BOND ISSUE. 


The pronounced weakness in the Erie 
issues—the second preferred at one time sell- 
ing down over 2 points and the common and 
first preferred over a point each—was on 
the rumor understood to have originated 
in Washington, to the effect that a 
twenty-five-million-dollar bond issue is con- 
templated by the Erie Railroad Company. 


The report quickly spread around, being 
chiefly eirculated by a coterie of Western 
professionals, who have been bearing the 
market for some time past. Following so 
soon after the Atchison bond issue the 
story Was ih many quarters credited, and 
some hasty selling of the stocks followed. 

There is, however, no foundation what- 
ever for the report. To a New YorK TImMEs 
representative, a member of J. P. Morgaw 
& Co, said: 

“The story is made out of whole cloth.

The work 
of Horgan & Slattery in 1901 was for 
ttfe Departments of Correction, Charitiés, 
Health, Police, the Armory Board, and the 
Board of Estimate, and ranged from the 
New Hall of Records and the putting up of 
engine and station houses and the con- 
struction of steel cells in the City Prison to 
shanty building and pavilion construction 
on the islands.

LEGAL NOTES. 


Not LIBELovus TO SAY OF ‘A DISCHARGED 
EMPLOYE THAT HE WAS CARELESS.—For an 
employer to say that he has discharged an 
employe because the latter had attended 
to business in ‘ta general careless man- 
ner” is held by the Appellate Division of 
this city not to be libelous. The case be- 
fore the court was an appeal by the New 
York News Company from a judgment 
against it secured by Louis Ratzel, who 
had been chief clerk on the business staff 
of The Daily News. After his discharge 
and that of another clerk, Mrs. Ida E. 
Wood, an officer of the corporation gent a 
circular to the advertising patrons of the 
paper, which stated that the reason of the 
“change was a general careless manner 
of attending to our business. Their places 


‘ will be filled with competent parties, who 


will attend to our affairs in a more busi- 
nesslike manner.” The innuendo in the 
complaint charged that the proper con- 
struction of the circular was that the 
plaintiff was unfitted, unskilled, and in- 
competent, and that he was injured in his 
trade and callin After quoting the cir- 
cular, Justice atch, for the Appellate 
tribunaJl, says: ‘This does not state, 
either directly or by inference, that the 
plaintiff was unfitted. unskilled, or incom- 
petent. He might be possessed of the 
highest degree of skill in ‘his particular de- 
artment, and still be careless in the per- 
formance of his duties. The averments of 
the complaint seek to show that the use 
- the words ‘ careless manner’ necessarily 

lied that the plaintiff was unfitted, un- 

arhied. and incompetent. Onethe contrary, 
aa words are entirely consistent with 
the fact that the plaintiff. was fitted, 
skilled, and competent, and there jis noth- 
ing either in the alleged libelous matter or 
in the pleading itself, which can in any 
way be construed to mean that the de- 
fendant charged the — with being 
unfitted, unskilled, or incompetent. Conse- 
quently there is nothing made to appear 
by eo ees upon which a libel may be 
founded, or that the use of these words 
injured the plaintiff in his trade. business, 
or calling.” °°
